In its request to DRF, FE stressed that the study 
include: (l) consideration of the political and economic 

stability of the areaj and (2) evaluation of the military 
potential in the broadest possible economic and social 
context. FE also requested that the armed forces draw 
upon overall military intelligence estimates from G-2, 

Far Eastern Command. The deadline set by the requester 
Is March 27, 1950.
